tate by Mr. and Mrs. Warner was 
made on Feb. 10. 1920, and a final set- 
tlement with Mr. Warner authorized, 
including the purchase from 
Mr. 


Warner of adjoining land. 


By the terms of the settlement the 


Board of Directors came into pos- 
session of seven acres of lan<i upon 
which the Hospital stands, free of all 
incumbrance, and also thirteen acres 
of contiguous land upon which Mr- 
Warner holds a mortgage of $5000. 


The x-alue of Mr. Warner's gift 


amounts to $20,000. The Board ex- 
pressed its gratitude to the donor 
and directed the President to convey- 
to Mr Warner a letter of apprecia- 
tion for his munificent gift.
